In 1906 Socialist representa- 
tion in the House of Com: 
mons did not even entitle it 
to the label of Opposition. 
Nevertheless, Kelr Hardie 
wns able to lead 29 Labour 
MPa into the House and the 
Parlinmentary Labour Party 
was born. Tho event also 
saw the beginning of the 

rocess of replacing the 

iberal Party in the Com- 
mons by the Labour Party, 
which In turn, started the 
infusion ‘of a strong clement 
of Liberal ideas: into the 
Conservative Party. 

The fortunes of the Labour 
Party have varied greatly 
oyer a half century, In the 
first election of 1910 there 
wore 40 MPs, {n the second 
42, With two and a quarter 
million votes at the end of 
World War] it had 67 
seats. The 1922 clection 
brought 142 Soclalist MPs 
to the House and found the 
Labour Party for the first 
time the officint Opposition 
in Parliament. The first 
Labour = government was 
formed in 1923; ‘it Insted 
ncyenr. The Party first 
obtained a working majority 
in 1929, and two years later 
was virtually wiped out 
when only 46 MPs were 
returned. Four years later 
the Party's fortunes turned 
again and 162 Members won 
seats, In 1946 It swept the 
‘country and = remained in 
power until 1961.: : 


ADICAL reform, quite 

‘naturally, has been the 
main platform of the Party 
since its foundation, yet in 
times of national stress it 
has found itsclf capable of 
sinking political differences 
and working in harmony 
with other partics in the 
interests of the country. 
The Party's share in the 
“wartime government repre- 
sents. one of the more 
notable phases in the history 
of British Socialism. 

Socialists, with some justi- 
fication, will point to the 
post-war years as the high 
mark of achievement during 
the Party's firat half cen- 
tury of existence; Indeed its 

“present young — adherents 
maay well be wishing in 60 
years’ time to celebrate 
them, whatever may happen 
in, the meantime. 

Those achievements, or at 
least some of thom, are still 
subject to political con- 
troversy, but their. historic 
importance cannot bo dis- 
puted—the bringing of basic 
industries for the first time 
into public ownership and 
the substantial renlisation 
of the Welfare State, a 
great burst of reforming 
legislation which succeeding 
Conservative governments 
have not chosen, maybe not 
even wished to alter. 

Tho Labour Party Is now in 
a stago of re-examining its 
doctrines, but nt this 
moment {t feels justified in 
pauaing to congratulate it- 
self on its accomplishments.

The House of Commons tonight voted to-abolish the death

The House arrived at its verdict on a “free vote”. 


The motion, which the govern- 
ment hed opposed, urged the 
House to abolish or suspend the 
death penalty because St “no 
Jonger accords with the needs of 
a clvillsed society.” 

Mr R, A. Butler, the Lord 
Privy Seal, sald: “When we’ have 
a free vote we naturally expect 
to base our actions, If perhaps 
ofter deliberation, on the decl- 
slon of the ‘House 


_EDEN’S ASSURANCE 


“After the vote had been 
faken, Mr James Chuter Ede, o 
former Labour Homo Secretary, 
asked whether the Government 
would take steps to carry out 
the decision of the Housc, 

Sir Anthony Eden, the Prime 
Minister, replied: “Mr Ede can 
be assured that the Government 
will give {wl weight at once 
fo a decision taken by this 
House on a free vote. But | 
must add that we will, at the 
cariest opportunity, make a 
considered statement, on ae 
consequences which ‘will” 
from that.” 

The Prime Minister added it 
would be necessary for the 
Government to consider the 
statement for a day or two, 

Amid cheorg he sald: “But it 
will be the wish of the Govern- 
ment that there shall be no 
unduo delay.” 

When the voting figures were 
announced, Opposition members, 
the chicf supporters of abolition, 
jumped to their feet and cheered, 
many waving a 
above their heads. 


EXCITED CROWD 


The news spread quickly to 
an excited crowd who had been 
queueing all evening in the cold 
outside Parlament, 

The move for abplition took 
the form of an amendment to a 
Government motion which 
urged that the death penalty 
shculd be retained, dut* with 
the murder law modified, 

At present, the death penalty 
applies to four crimes in Britain 
--murder, treason, piracy with 
violence and fire-raising in royal 
dockyards and arsenals, 

So cnded Britain's third de- 
-bate on capital punishment in 
the Commons since the war, It 
elimaxed almost u century of 
agitation for the aboliticn of 
capital punishment, 

Tho various galleries ‘were 
filled almost to capacity and 
the Chamber itself was so full 
that members were sitting in 
the aisles, . 


DETERRENT PLEA 


The Commons voted in 1948 
fo abolish” capital punishment 
but this was rejected by the 
House of Lords—aond = hanging 
was restored after a S5-day 
period during which convicted 
murderers were automatically 
reprieved. 

A year ogo a private mem 
ber's bill calling for a five-year 
suspension of the death penalty 
was rejected in the Commons 
by 245 to 214 on a free vote,

The world ‘necds its perfec- 
tionists, It needs them ‘bad- 
ly.. But the perfectionists don’t 
need golf. They would 
healthier and happier without 
it. They have enough of tension 
from Monday to Friday. At 
week-ends they MUST relax, 
or sooner or later crack. 

Of course most golfers are 5O 
besotted by the game that they. 
will never believe they DON’T

relax, That is the sort of game 
it is. A drug, a false religion. 
Brut asl them to tell you 
honestly if they feel’ genuincly 
relaxed ond refres' ‘after a 
fame and most would hove to 
admit they don’t...

My serlous ‘advice as a doctor 
to-every golfer is to’ do one 
of two things, -- : 


Give up the stupid game

HE Soviet leaders 
Kruahchev and Bul-

Whilst staying in the Sovict 
capital the Pandita Hambo 
Lama—Darmayev is his secular 
namo—also made a_ statement 
which; ..in rather vague and 
general terms,. referred to the 
existence of Buddhist con- 
gregations, temples and lamas 
on Sovict territory. Unfor~- 
tunately, the Chief Lama failed 
to give any statistical dotalls 
from -which one. might havo 
gleaned a real picture about the 
resent situation of Buddhism 
In the Soviet Union.

Only the Buryats of Eastern 
Siberia . hove — still an 
“Autonomous ‘Republic.”. How- 
ever, it is much. smaller’ now 
than it was originally, for in 
1937 parts of Buryatia were 
incorporated into the Russion 
provinces of Irkutsk: and Chita. 
But much graver than the dis- 
memberment of their national 
territory was the religious op- 
pression ‘to which the Buryats 
have been expostd under tho 
Sovict regime.
